The lirst of the sons who entered the
foreign missionary lield was William
Itichurds, oldest son of the eminent
missionary of that name. He was sent
by the American Hoard to China, about
1840, and died there in a few months,
lie was a man of talent and high conse-

cration,
LtJTHBB Hai.sky til l.Ii'K was sent as
pioneer missionary to the Caroline

Islands by the American Hoard in 1851,

lie endured labor for many years in
Ponape and Ebon. After isoa he
labored several years as corresponding
secretary of the Hawaiian Hoard.

the American Board, and for several
years as. their missionary to Roman I
